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IIAMPLE WORTH FOLLOWING. 

Broadway, New York city, is in for 
a great trimming, says the New York 
Evening Sun. No previous shaving 
of the faces of the buildings in that 
eity has been anything like to the one 
that is promised now. The barber is 
Oeorge A. McAneny, president of the 
Borough of Manhattan, who will pre¬ 
sent a resolution to the Board of Esti¬ 
mates asking for the removal of all en 
eroachments beyond the building line 
on Broadway from the Battery up to 
Columbus Circle, and on the entire 
length of Maiden lane, Cortlandt, Ve* 
sey and Dye streets, and on Liberty 
street, from Pearl to West street 

This mean8 that the pretentious ap¬ 
proaches, steps and areaways of some 
of the biggest^ office buildings and sky- 
drapers will have to be lopped off, if 
the resolution is adopted as expected. 
Hundreds of show windows will have to 
be repressed. The people of New York 
it may be said are again getting back 
their own. For years encroachments 
on the public sidewalks under the 
guise of “special privileges,” surrepti¬ 
tiously or otherwise obtained, has been 
going on until conditions reached such 
a stage that all regard for public rights 
in the sidewalks were apparently 
ignored. 

Many Broadway property owners 
will now have cause to repent of the 
folly of taking advantage of a “special 
privilege.” The cost of moving back, 
to within the legal limits, of their pro¬ 
perty will more that offset the tem¬ 
porary advantage to tresspass upon 
‘the publics rights. No property own- 
■er, private or corporated, has any right 
to go beyond the deed line of his pro¬ 
perty with u building, and there ia no 
power vested in a city or town govern¬ 
ment authorising the granting of any 
such rights. 

The town or city council that illegal-, 
ly exceeds its powers and grants such 
a privilige does more than establish a 
bad precedent. Such actions are liable 
to prosecutions in the courts, and 
there is not much doubt, but on the 
demand of any citizen the Town Coun. 
cil would be legally obliged to order 
the Bloomfield Savings Institution to 
put its building back from off the 
Broad street sidewalk. There seems to 
be some confused notions extant about 
building lines along streets. A build¬ 
ing line is either the result of a mut¬ 
ual agreement on the part of property 
owners to conform to a uniform line, 
or it is something that has been estab¬ 
lished through recognition and cus¬ 
tom. The town authorities have no 
more legal right toompell a property 
owner to keep any sjjecial distance in¬ 
side of his deed line than they have to 
grant him a privilege to go out beyond 
his deed line.

| The Duke's Visit. 

The visit of the i)jke of Connaught, 
Governor-General of Canada, to Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., was attended with all 
the ceremonials given by one country 
to the reigning prince of another. Al¬ 
though the Duke was in Washington 
but eight hours, it was undoubtedly 
the busiest eight hours the distinguish¬ 
ed visitor has had in years. The pres¬ 
ence of a brother of King Edward, an 
ancle of King George V, recalled the 
visit of the Duke's own brother, Bar¬ 
on Renfrew, Prince of Wales and after¬ 
wards Edward VII, to the National 
Capital in October, L8ti0. Baron Ren¬ 
frew was the first of royalty to call on 
the President, while the Duke of Con¬ 
naught was the tenth.

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Advance Improvement Work. 

To tub Editor op Thb Citizrn : 

Bir— In laying out a new street 
and with a definite idea t>t hand as to 
how the property along the street was 
to be developed, it would apparfently be 
feasible to determine in advance the 
number and the location of excava¬ 
tions for sewer, water and gas connec¬ 
tions and have them made in advance 
of the paving of the street. In an old 
established street which has wen sub¬ 
ject to a mixed and unregulated system 
ol development it.is a difficult problem 
to determine and map out advance 
work of the kind alluded to above, and 
it is ajso aquestionable financial policy 
to undertake such work in advance of 
the; necessity of it. 

Bloomfield avenue is a case jjn point. 
Who can determine with any reason¬ 
able assurance that the preset prop¬ 
erty owners along the avenae whose 
lots are not yet built upon will in the 
future require connections for frewer, 
gas ^nd water for every twenty-five 
feet of frontage, and who is going to 
compel the gas company to make such 
connections in anticipation of a de¬ 
mand for them? Where does thf town 
get the legal right to encumber' prop¬ 
erty with liens for the cost of advance 
work of that character? 

The idea of planning to prevent the 
future disturbance of a good pavement 
by doing all the possible street excava¬ 
tions in advance of the paving work is 
a good one, but where such conditions 
exist as now prevail in Bloomfieljd ave¬ 
nue it does not appear practical. It 
would be much better for all concerned 
if the method of laying sewer^water 
and gas maiDS in the drive^iw of a 
road was abandoned altogether and all 
such mains laid as close to tbe build¬ 
ing line of the street as it is pcfesible to 
place them. 

in deciding to make all sew£r< water 
and gas connections along Blporufield 
avenue in advance of paving work the 
Town Council has uuderiaken a pro¬ 
position that will prove difficult of so¬ 
lution. The council may in its own 
judgment determine that all these con¬ 
nections shall be placed in front of 
every twenty-five foot plot of ground 
along the avenue. In such an event 
there would be some vigorous, opposi¬ 
tion on the part of property owhtyhs.

Fire Department Progri 

To thb Editor or The Citizen: 

Sir: The path of progress is invari¬ 
ably beset with difficulties. The his¬ 
tory of the Bloomfield Volunteer Fire 
Department is illustrative of that trite 
axiom. There are light-weight enthu¬ 
siasts who are evet ready to proclaim 
that ” there is nothing too good for the 
fire department/1 and “ the firemen 
should have all they ask for." Fortu¬ 
nately for both the taxpayers and the 
firemen no such ill-considered gratu¬ 
itous policy has ever prevailed in tbe 
administration of public affairs. 

The firemen have at all times had to 
prove the necessity and utility of any 
demands they have made before they 
got the appropriations sufficiently 
enlarged to meet them, it took a large 
and disastrous fire to demonstrate to 
the people of this town that a fire de¬ 
partment was needed at all. That 
was over twenty*five yefire ago, and 
every step of fire department develop¬ 
ment ever since has been more or less 
of a contested step. It took much 
argument and some hustling political 
work to get a fire alarm system intro¬ 
duced here. The replacing of jumpers 
with hose wagons was not an instanta¬ 
neous change, it any one is of the 
opinion that things come easy to the 
firemen let him aik the chief engineer 
how many times he recommends cer¬ 
tain things before) he gets them. The 
horse ^problem, row confronting the 
fire department, is not a new one. 
Every fireman ki^ows That it will be 
some time before the horse problem 
is satisfactorily solved. 

It was a large hptel fire that demon¬ 
strated to the p ople the needTof a 
fire department ini the town and another 
large hotel fire during the current year 
demonstrated equally as forcibly that 
the fire department should be equip¬ 
ped with a steamer. It may be an ex¬ 
pensive step, but it is a necessary one. 
It; will not take many exjieriences like 
Bose hotel fire to demoralize the volun¬ 
teer fire department. Conditions are 
such that sufficient water pressure to 
cope with a big fire cannot be depend¬ 
ed upon from four-inch mains. There 
must be an auxiliary force like that of
